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Beginning ... Not: the End 


Today is National University Student Day, a direct 
descendant of the now renowned Quebec Students’ strike 
of March 6, 1958. But it is here that any sort of analogy 
between the two days must end. In 1958 some 21,000 
Quebec students had a cause for which to fight and they 
demonstrated their unity by staying away from school 
en masse. Today, that cause is all but neglected, and 
for some very good reasons, 


Contrasted to 1958, when our universities were in 
the depth of financial despair, 1960 finds us at the dawn 
of a new era of provincial government enlightenment 
toward university education. While 1958 found the news 
pages of the Daily carrying stories of governmental 
niggardliness in its financial support of McGill ,1959-60 
has been the precise opposite. On December 10 Premier, 
Sauyé’s government almost caught us with our pants 
down by revealing in its budgetary estimates a proposed 
amount of .$3,400,000 as a grant to McGill in 1960-61, 
over four times as much as the previous year’s sum. 
(The Daily responded with a special issue next day.) 
And so it goes... Editorially, one of the Daily’s prime 
sources of material in past years — what we considered 
an unfair and backward provincial government attitude 
— has dried up, leaving us only with praise for the 
present régime. | 


Briefly, the financial situation for McGill, as with 
the other Quebec universities, can be described as. 
extremely optimistic. There are presently several bills 
before the provincial legislature which will be of great 
benefit. Already well described in previous Dailys is 
the plan to have statutory grants in the amount of $1.75 
per capita of Quebec's population, proportioned among 
this province’s universities in place of federal grants 
which have long been refused. A second bill, presently 
under discussion by the Legislature, would give the 
provincial government power to guarantee loans for 
building purposes. Although we must be fairly 
speculative, it would not be unreasonable to.assume that 
this bill, plus the monies still on hand from the 1956 
McGill Fund, will permit the University to realize the 


fairly ambitious expansion programme outlined in its | 


recent Annual Report. Coupled .with the increased 
operating revenues which will now be made available by 
the government, this is almost a certainty. 


But. as students we should not be lulled into 
complacency. by these developments. 
five years McGill students have been fighting tooth and 


nail — via strikes, newspapers distributed throughout . 


the province, and the like — for. such changes as now 
appear to be coming about. We must not underestimate 
the tremendous influence that we, as students, brought 
to bear on the government through the weight of an 
aroused public opinion. 
of the imagination, the sole persons responsible but we 
pates shown ourselves what a united front of students 
can do. j | 


Today, we turn our sights in another direction to a 
problem which is, in the long run, more important than 
the past financial‘troubles of the universities, This is 
the problem of convincing the 30 per cent of high school 
graduates who are capable of going to university (only 
8 per cent actually do) that a university education is 
worth while. This may seem a rather minor campaign 
and quite self-evident, but we must realize that the 
survival of the free world depends upon our intellectual 
strength, not only in engineering and the sciences, but 
in. the humanities and the social sciences as well.
